poem about the return of Achilles from the dead 
for love of Helen. It is botti beautiful and grue 
some; especially moving Is the'^hanging of Trojan 
Helen at thé hands of negro suives. Here the act 
of the necrcpliUe symbolized the rebirth of beauty 
Just as In Resarreetlon it illustrates the attainment 
of life tlirough death. 

Robinson Jeffers has simply added to Itis bulk 
of remarkable poetry. He does not exceed himself 
nor fall short o{ previous work. This book reite'r 
ates that hé is a great poet as poets go in our 
day.

»pHIS year's 'Nobel- prise in literature went 

Ivan Bunin, a Russian Uyitig since the Soviet 
revolution in Paris. He is comparatively unknown on 
this continént: or. even in Europe and . his selec' 
tlon must have come as a disthict surp^ to those 
at all interestéd in literature. Bunih was born in 
1870 on his parents^estate in ihe government of 
Moscow. His education was that typical of the 
sons of. thd Rius^n uisbocracy^^o^ the period. When 
only^iiinélîtHett^f ^^^^ liis ' first literary work 

ai'bobit^of poetry,' which was awarded the then 
famous Pushkin prize. He then turned to the 
study of the English language and literature. This 
resulted in brilliant translations into Russian of 
examples of English poetry, among them Byron' 
Manfred and Cain, some ot Tennyson's Idylls; and 
Longfellow's Hiawatha). 

Although Bunin never abandoned poetry he 
nevertheless turned more and more to prose as 
a medium of expression. The best known these 
prose works is the novelette "The Oentleman From 
Ban Francisco'' which ; appeared^ in an English 
tran^tion in , 1S33. Since then , several collections 
of shorter and longer stories , by Bunin have fiap; 
peared on this continent. (The Village i}reams <»f 
Chiang and An iShrening in the Spring.) 

As an adherent of the old regime he left. Rus 
sia when the Soviets came into power, and he 
has been living 'for the most part in Paris, which 
Is the centre for the Russian exiles in Europe, 

His work on the whole is solid; . well-eonstruct 
ed, stylistically very ftae, !Mdfttié;,calm beauty- of 
his poetry htu been remarked upon by Russian 
critics, especially D. M. itCtrsky. His approach to 
the themels is that of an objective but very sen 
sltive observer yfho impresses upon the bare state- 
ment, of happening the individualistic interpreta- 
tion; of ;yttjoUwk^l«d^luence of Teshekhoff and 
Andreye'raS^^^iilwI^not dominant, n 



arisesowhat after all is:'thé'~fiuls',for"thé ':Nobel 
award. The wiU of' AU«d''No&l states' tiaï' 'the 
priie should be given for a work "with idealistic 
tendencies" but with due consideration of the 
author's accomplishments as a whole. If I ask 
why. the prise has been awardéd to Bunbi it is 
not with thB wish to deprecate liis work but to 
question whether he ' has produced work of the 
first magnitude in world literature. Personally I 
do not think so. His work approaches the upper 
limits of the average range but does not in any 
way bear the Jnprint of a 'profoundly oritinal 
mind. . ..i. . - ■ 

It is generally surmised, that the Nobel award 
made to a particular ! iraiii^ and that the 
writer is then chosen, if Russian literature was to 
be honored the figure of Maxim Qorky stands oiit 
pre-eminently as the one most deservinjg ot the 
prise. He alone among the living writen represents 
the spirit of Russia ot the last two decàdes. He is 
rooted in the peasantry; the soul of the people 
found adequate and profound ejcpresfion in him. 
One may grant Bunin greater faclUiy 'dif' expres- 
sion but what is that compared'to. the' ^dynamic 
power ot Oorky's probing pen. The SwédLÉh 
Academy can not be accused of not seeing this 
distinction very plainly' but unfortunately political 
considérations stlU ' oùtmightiaolld merit. Qorky 
happens to be an adliemll.'^cS tâe Soviet principles 
and how could -he froek coated academic gentle- 
ment consider him after nueh a basic, sin against 
bourgeois propriety. 

Bunin is a writing gentleman of some merit 
but 9eareely a nanie to add hater to the-Nobel list
